: Nixon if he would be willing 
to undertake a foreign assign- 
ment for the Democratic Ad- 
ministration. Nixon replied 
that he should not accept an 


assignment in the new Admin- 
istration unless there was 51 
real national emergency. The 
President-elect seemed “con- 
siderably relieved when I an-, 
■swered his suggestion in this! 
'way; he readily dropped the j 
[subject.” j 

• Charges that at every pos- ; 
sible juncture in the cam- 
paign “Kennedy’s key asso- 
ciates were pushing the relig- 
ious issue, seeing to it that it; 
stayed squarely in the center 1 
of the campaign, and even ac- 
< fusing me of deliberate relig- 
i ious bigotry. They were, in 
short, contributing all they 
could to make religion an is- 
sue while piously insisting 
that to do so was evidence of 
bigotry. And they were using 
it where it would do them the 
most good. It was, for Ken- 
nedy, a ‘heads I win, tails you 
lose’ proposition.” 
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
